MOUNT VERNON, Ills., Dec. 


24.—The jury trying Lawrence 
M. Hight and.Mrs. Elsie Sweetin 
for the poison murder of her hus- 
band, "Wilford Sweetin early todaj 
returned a verdict of "guilty." 
Hight was given life imprison- 
ment, while Mrs. Sweetin was 
given 35 years in the penitentiary. 


After deliberating all night the 


jurj- reported at 8:30 o'clok this 
morning that it had reached an 
agreement. Reports said that the 
jury had been in disagreement 
over the degree of guilt. 


The jury had deliberated about 11 


hours, returning at 10 o'clock last 
night. It considered the case almost 
continuously during the night and 
this morning except for a short time 
for breakfast. The jurors stated aft- 
er the verdict that the jury had been 
unanimous for finding' both defen- 
dants euilty from the first ballot but 
that there had been wide difference 
,as to' the punishment to be inflicted 
upon Mrs. Sweetin. The decision as 
to her, the jurors said, represented a 
compromise. 
Only two of the jurors had favored 


inflicting of the death penalty upon 
Hight. 
None vote'd for the hanging 


of Mrs. Sweetin. 
The two' defendants received " thes 
verdict in silence and with no outward 
displav of emotion- 
Attorneys gave notice they 'would 


ask for a new. trial. 
'-

Judge J. C. Kern/-, instructed the 


jury on six possible verdictsr 
Guilty of murder, with death <us the 
punishment; guilty iff murder, -with' 
life imprisonment; guilty of murder, 
with not less than fourteen years im- 
prisonment; guilty of manslaughter; 
not guilty, and riot guilty by -reason 
of insanity. 
Height and Mrs. Sweetin retained 
their composure under a 'hitter ar- 
raignment in the final argument of 
Prunk G. Thompson, prosecutor. 
"They stand there two jnurdcrers 
equally guilty under law," Thompson 
said to the jury. "Under your oaths 
do vour duty-". 
He'ght and Mrs. Sweetin we under 


indictment alao' for the poisoning ol 
Mrs. Height. 
"Height said they'-wanted mercy, 


not Justice," eaid Thompean. "but In 
Illinois we still have th* old Mosaic 
law of an eye for an eye. A life has 
been taken in Jefferson county and 
death should be" imposed". 
The spirit of Christmas played only 
a minor role in the arguments. Re- 
ferrine to an appeal 
by Height's 


counsel, Thompson said. "They talk 
to you about Christmas and I ask you 
to think of laat Christmas %and re- 
member who was here 'then and is ab- 
sent now. 
But for this crime Wil- 


ford Sweetin would now be playing 
Santa Clans for. his boys." 
Thompson called Right's insanity 


p'ea an "artful dodge."

that the baby is getting too much 
food, or that there is an excessive 
amount of fat or sugar in the diet, 
or that the feeding intervals are too 
frequent. 
The amount vomited is a.lso impor- 
tant. Many infants "spit up" a little 
after 
each 
feeding, 
particular 
if 


there ie gas present in the stomach- 
The gas is chiefly air 
which . has 


been swallowed in the course of the 
nursing1. 
If the baby is held in the erect po- 


sition for a. few moments after the 
nursing, the air may escape with 
loss o fvery litle food.

after jhe nursing1, when it cannot be 
so explained on this baeis. 


Watch Diet 


If the vomiting is small in amount, 


and. if the baby is otherwise 
well 
and gaining, it may usually be dis- 
regarded.

ciable amount of food should, how- 
ever, call for an investigation of the 
diet.
